Emergency Closing of the   

110-ft x 1200-ft River Lock Chamber 
  
 

 
1.  To All Whom It May Concern:  Notice is given that the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers’ has closed the 110-ft x 1200-ft river 
lock chamber due to an equipment casualty.    
 
2.  It is estimated that the 110-ft x 1200-ft river lock chamber 
will be closed for 2-3 days. All traffic will pass through the 
110-ft x 600-ft land lock chamber.  Use of self-help is required 
for double lockages. 
 
3.  Structural failure of the quoin block on the downstream 
river wall lock gate has made it necessary to close the large 
lock chamber until remedial repairs can be accomplished. 
 
4.  Navigators are requested to use caution while entering or 
leaving the lock chamber and approaches during the repair 
period.
